believed to be an attempt to kidnap

room early Friday was frustrated by 
the father, who grappled with an in- 
truder but failed to capture him. 


Anderson, an artist, reported to po- 


lice that he was awakened by hearing 
the boy talking and entered the room 
as a man lifted him' from his bed. 
Anderson, grappled with the man in 
the dark. 


The intruder dropped the child, 


Chilton Vanderbeck Anderson, three, 
struck several times at the father, and 
fled. A dog in an adjoining room was 
not aroused during the scuffle and 
Anderson expressed the opinion the 
animal had been drugged. 


"I was aroused at 1:20 a. m. .and 


could .not imagine why niy boy was 
awnkc. at that hour as ho usually 
sleeps: soundly," Anderson related.' 


"I notfced a man walking around the 


nursery and I saw him approach my 
son's bed. 


"When I saw the man lean over Ihe

Bruening attacked' the 
fascist party, headed by Adolph Hit- 
ler, chief opponent of Hindenburg in 
the election; and said: "If the nazis 
(fascists) live up to all their promises 
then Germany would be in the throis 
of inflation within two weeks after 
they came into power.'

ry F. Powers, the "bluebeard" of tho 
West Virginia hills, apparently is re- 
signed to his fate—death on the gal- 
lows. 


At 9 p. m. ntxt Friday, a small group 


of men will crowd the death chamber 
of West Virginia penitentiary to wit- 
ness the hanging. 


Warden A. C. Scroggins will give the 


signal that will send Powers to his 
death. The state will take Power's 
life because he murdered Mrs. Dorothy 
Fressler Leinke, Northboro, Mass., di- 
vorcee whom he lured to his Quiet 
Dell garage near Clarksburg. 


The corpulent "mail order Romeo" 


was convicted only of slaying Mrs. 
Lcmke, but he also killed Mrs. Asta 
Buick Eicher and her three children 
of Park Ridge, 111. 


The bodies of all five were found 


buried in shallow graves near Pow- 
ers' "Chamber 
of Horrors" garage, 


which was equipped with dark subter- 
ranean murder compartments. 


Powers has been stolid and bublous- 


cyed since his arrest. He professes to 
be an atheist and has spurned relig- 
ious solace. 


There was a change in his demeanor 


this week. When told that the state 
Supreme Court had refused to grant 
him a new trial, he stared vacantly, 
bis knees buckled and he collapsed in 
<i dead faint. After being revived, the 
killer paced his cell nervously, mutter- 
ing incoherently and, moaning. 
He 


soon regained his composure, and Fri- 
day seemed ready to meet his fate.

J. C. Pate Opens Fire on 
John Adams After Giv- 


ing Warning 


TEXARKANA.—Deputy Sheriff J 


C. Pate of Hempstead county, shot anc 
critically wounded John Adams, ne- 
gro, near Fulton Friday morning when 
the latler purportedly failed to heec 
the command of the deputy to drop 
his rifle and submit ot arrest on-a 
charge of disposing of mortgaged prop- 
erty. 


The shooting occurred on the Mil- 


lar county side of Red river, 
Pate 


also has a commission under Sheriff

Adams was brought to a Texarkana 


physician shortly after the shooting 
in the automobile of Chief Deputy 
Tern Fisher, who went to the scene 
after the sheriff had been notified' of 
the shooting. 


Pate told Fisher he shot the negro 


from his wagon after he refused to 
put down his rifle. Fate said Adams 
was taking the rifle from a cloth sack 
and acted as if ha was attempting to 
pull the hammer back so it would 
shoot. 


"I told him four times to drop it, 


and I shot one time when I saw he 
would not listen to me," Pate said. 


Pate fired a .45 caliber revolver. 


Tl:o bullet entered the negro's body 
just aoove the hip. 


Tho deputy and Ernest C.ox, from 


whose farm Adams 
allegedly 
was 


moving the mortgaged property, over- 
took Adams and another negro on the. 
highway at the foot of the railroad 
viaduct a short distance south of the 
river bridge. The negroes' wagon had 
bucn mired down in the mud 


Fate and Cox were on horseback. 


They stopped at the side of the wagon, 
and the deputy told the'negro he had 
a warrant for his arrest. Cox also 
spoke to Adams. 


"Adams said something to Mr. Cox," 


Pate said. '''I don't know what it 
was but it -was impudent. 
Then the 


negro turned and' pulled a sack out 
of his wagoq. I didn't know what it 
was until he started pulling the sack 
oft' and I saw a rifle barrel. 


"I yelled fojr him tfl drop it, but he 


kept stripping th* s&ck off and fumb- 
ling with the hsaawer. After the 
fourth warnjjog, I shot him."

Average smokers reached for just 


about nine cigarettes a day last year, 
statistics Indicate. This calculation In- 
cludes the occasional smokers who 
jiiff on cigarettes only now and then 
as well as those who smoke several 
imes the average number each day. 
Many who once smoked tobacco in 


other forms are now reaching for 
cigarettes, and it is estimated by auth- 
orities in the industry that therd are 
approximately 
35,000,000 
cigarette 


smokers in the United States. Accord- 
ng to figures made public by the 
United States Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue, total cigarette production in this 
country in 1931 amounted to 113,449,- 
049,000. 


The average number of cigarettes 


moked by each of the 35,000,000, there- 
ore, is approximately 3,240 a year or 
.62 packages of twenty.cigarettes each. 
This amounts to not quite nine cig- 
arettes a day for the average smoker.
